brought by Hoa. Charles R- O'Connor 
of Hobart. state prohibition eaforce- 
jaeat agent for the federal govern- 
ment, against Mueller to recover for 
professional sen-ices in the fight. This 
ia the first time In an active an<J hon- 
ored career for a man of his years 
that Mr. O'Connor has become, a Uti- 
gant to recover for his efforts in be- 
hilf of a client. The attorney devot- 
ed much time and labor ia behalf of 
Mueller asd he- is asking the court 
to direct that he be paid therefor. His 
claim Is for Jl.OOO. The defendant 
has paid a sum understood to cover 
the attorney's actual outlay Ia travel- 
ing 
expenses 
and 
disbursements, 


amounting to about J2T5. but refuses 
the payment of that part of the claim 
that represents remuneration for serv- 
ices. 
It seems that after Mueller had pur- 


ebred a. farm in Bovina late in 1S1T. 
paying some J4.000. he. was located by 
secret service men and ordered de- 
ported to Canada, from which coun- 
try rie entered the United States. It 
was alleged that he had made pro- 
German utterances and further that 
he came across the border -without, le- 
gal passports. 


Mr. O'Connor ires engaged aa at- 


torney by Mueller and. there being 
considerable sentiment about Delaware 
county in his favor, a prolonged Sght 
•KS made for him. extending from Jan- 
uary. 191S. to October of that year. 
Mr. O'Connor made several trips to 
Washington In his behalf and suc- 
ceeded in delaying action nntil late in 
the fall. 
The government insisted upon Its 


order being respected, but consent was 
given that he make immediate appli- 
cation for proper passports upon his 
return to .Canada. It could no be 
ascertained last night whether he has 
actually returned to Canada or not. 


The evidence In the case, which has 


many cnusual features, was finished 
and 'the attorneys were given 20 days 
in which to file briefs. District At- 
torney A. 3U O'Connor Of Delaware 
county appeared for his brother and 
partner and John T. Shz.ir of Delhi 
appeared for Mueller.
